To the Profession. 



It will be observed that the course of lectures for the 
session of 1S49-50, commences on Monday, October 15th, 
about two weeks earlier than usual. This change has been 
made to secure to students the benefits of good roads at 
the opening and closing of the lecture term. 

The number of Professors has been increased to seven and 
the course of lectures will be thorough and complete. 

The means of instruction, in the different departments, 
consist of Chemical and Philosophical apparatus, specimens 
of Materia Medica, Anatomical and Pathological specimens, 
Surgical, and Obstetrical instruments, &c, which are yearly 
being made more extensive and perfect. 

The anatomical rooms are spacious and convenient, and 
abundantly supplied with materiel, affording advantages 
for acquiring practical knowledge, not surpassed by any other 
institution in the country. 

The Chair of the Principles and Practice of Medicine has 
been filled by the appointment of Dr. Thomas Spencer, 
recently Professor of the same branch in the Medical School 
at Geneva, New York. His efforts in building up, and sus- 
taining that school, during the period of its growth and great- 
est prosperity, as well as his general character as a practi- 
tioner, writer and teacher, are well known. It may be added 
that he is familiar with the various forms of " Malarious " 
diseases, from observations in the Western States, as well as 
in the district of his former practice. 

The Chair of Physiology and Pathology has been filled by 
the election of Dr. N. S. Davis, late editor of the New York 
Annalist, distinguished for his prize essays, and valuable 
papers in Medical Periodicals. He was the originator of a 



plan for a National Association, whose influence in the cause of 
reform and improvement, has alreatty been beneficially felt. 
His acquirements in the branches comprised in his chair are 
of the highest order. 

The population of Chicago, numbering over 23,000, is 
sufficient to afford abundant means of clinical instruction in 
medicine and surgery. The followng cases and operations 
brought before the classes during the last two sessions, 
will afford satisfactory evidence on this bead*
